Very few people have a correct idea 


of what dynamite is, of what it is made 
and the uses to which it is put. 
To the 


French belongs tho honor of its discov 
cry and its practical UM. 


Nitroglycerin is the -force of all high 


explosives. Dynamite is the name most 
ri&ually given to these explosives, though 
other names are sometimes used. 


Dynamite is simply nitroglycerin 


mixed with various ingredients. Nitro- 
tflycerin is made by mixing sulphuric 
and nitric acid with sweet glycerin, 
the same that is used by the ladies to 
prevent chapped hands. Mixing the 
acids and glycerin is where the great 
danger lies in the making of nitro- 
glycerin. 
The mixing ...tank, ' or agita- 


tor, as it is called by dynamite makers 
is a large &teel tank, filled inside with 
many coils of lead pipe, through which, 
while the mixing is in progress, a con- 
stant flow of ice water is maintained. 
This flow of ice water is used to keep 
the temperature of the mix below 
85 degs., as above that point it 
would explode, and a hole in the 
ground would mark where the factory 
had been. 
The nitroglycerin is stored 


in large earthenware tanks, which are 
usually sunk in the ground to guard 
against blows or severe concussion. 


The other ingredients for making 


dynamite are, nitrate of soda (which is 
found only in Chili), carbonate of mag. 
nesia and wood pulp. 


Dynamite if, put in paper shells usually 


1M inches in diameter and 8 inches in 
length, and weighs about one-half pound 
to each shell or cartridge. It has largely 
taken the place of black powder for 
blasting, as it is many hundreds of times 
stronger, and consequently more eco- 
nomical. It is need chiefly in mining all 
kinds of ores, coal' and rock, and sub- 
marine blasting and railroad building. 
Without its aid many railroads, espe- 
cially those crossing the Rocky moun- 
tains, could not have been constructed; 
without it Hell Gate, in New York har- 
bor, could not have been destroyed, and 
without it the miner, at prices now paid 
for mining ores, could not earn hia 
bread. 


Dynamite will not explode from any 


ordmaiy fall or jar, It will burn with, 
out explo&ion and freezes at 42 degs., 10 
degs. above ordinary freezing point, 
Tho bomb is made of metal or glass and 
filled with pine nitroglycerin arranged 
so as to explode by severe contact with 
any hard object. 
These bombs are of 


course never maclo by a reputable dyna- 
mite factory. 


Five or six millions of dollars are in- 


vested m tho manufacture of dynamite 
in the United States, and its use is con- 
•stnntly on the increase. The fumes of 
nitroglycerin produce intense headache, 
which can be cured by taking a very 
small dofaoof il internally,—Detroit Free 
Press.

For seven years I have been making 


almost daily experiments upon the in 
tonal 
organs of dead animals in order 


to increase my knowledge of compara- 
tive pathology. 
The postmortem ex- 


aminations were made for the most part 
at the Lamparter Glue works, in the 
suburbs of Lancaster, Pa. 
Here of 


course were the bodies of large numbers 
of animals which afforded me an abun- 
dant snpplyof subjects for examination 
The vicinity of the works swarmed with 
rats. Many of those, the workmen told 
me, sickened and died from time to time 
and I became curious to know something 
about the disease that carried so many 
of the rodents off. 


I could find next to nothing about the 


rat m books, so the thought growing 
upon me that the disease so fatal to the 
rat might be made dangerous to the 
rat s nearest neighbor, man himself I 
undertook a series of experiments 
Mv 


•fint«at subject was a-eickone which I 
captured in the yard of the glue works 
without any exertion, 
The animal 


crawled about, made no effort to escape 
from ma and when picked up offered no 
resistance. Its appearance indicated that 
it was dying of general debility. 
Its 


body was greatly emaciated. Its back 
was arched and its face bore an expres- 
sion of distress. ItVefused food, was 
racked with a constant cough and in a 
few hours after being captured was 
found dead in the comfortable prison in 
which I had placed it. 


My next subject was a healthier and 


more active rat. I caught him only to 
mark huu and then gave him his free- 
dom. He came into the yard regularly 
for Ins rations of flesh from various ani- 
mals, but gradually showed the same 
ymptoms that marked the condition of 
my first subject, and in fourteen days 
after capture he, too, was dead. The 
.KJstmortem examination of these two 
cases developed the fact that the lungs 
were badly diseased. Tuberculosis had 
destroyed the right lung of each and 
only a part of the left remained.—Dr 
S. E. Weber's Lecture.

being a clumsy chopperlike weapon, 
nearly straight and widening to the 
point. There is the "khanda," a heavy 
straight sword with basket hilt, like the 
Scottish claymore. The khanda was an 
object of worship to the Rajputs, pre- 
cisely as to the Scythians. The "pata," 
or gauntlet sword, much used by the 
Mahrattas, was a development of the 
"katar," having a long rapier blade, 
often of Spanish make, and a cylindrical 
hilt, into which the arm was passed to 
the elbow. The Persian sword, how- 
ever, was valued above all others, and 
particularly those of Khorassan, 


These are the real "Damascus blades," 


the damascening being produced by the 
crystallization of the steel. Connois-! 
seurs recognize ten different varieffes of 
watering or "janhar;" and the most in- 
credible prices have been -given for 
fancy specimens. But the great brittle- 
ness of these swords makes them tmfii 
for rase by Europeans, who would shivei 
them to pieces by a "swashing blow," 
while the oriental employs their razor 
edge .only for the "drawing" 
cut.- 


Twenty rnilpq from j^weastle^orm- 
umberland county, New Brunswick, a 
deposit of natural paint (96 per cent,

The problem of organization is one 


tvmcb. has agitated women who work 
ever since the sex has been regarded as 
B factor in industrial competition, and 
it is apparent, from the almost daily dis- 
cussions of the subject, that it is no 
nearer solution than it was at its incep- 
tion. The relative sides of the contro- 
versy, whether organization assists hi 
the amelioration of the sex from the evil 
effects of prejudice, have many cham- 
pions who argue the question of princi- 
ple with much wisdom aud enthusiasm. 
To a casual observer, or even one who is 
interested in the outcome of the agita- 
tion without taking part in it, the 
affirmative side of the proposition would 
seem to be the most logical and popular 
and there are many evidences to sub- 
stantiate this view. 


It is scarcely ten years since organiza 


tion was tried by industrial women, an 
an observer epitomizes the result i 
these words: "Organization has in th 
first place compelled the recognition o 
female workers as competitors by th 
males, who previously usurped the field 
into which women have since veuturec 
and succeeded; organization has demon 
strated the capabilities of woman mor 
than individual merit could have eve 
done; it has rendered women independ 
ent of the influences of men in the ad 
justment of labor and social difficulties 
and in the matter of compensation." 


Taking this view of the matter, which 


it may be explained, is advanced by i 
Wisconsin lady who is much interested 
m the subject, it would seem that or- 
ganisation has not only done much to 
promote the advancement of women 
but has in addition opened up a broad 
field for discussion as to the claims of 
women for recognition in other than an 
industrial sense. 
Our correspondent 


argues that "d, woman who, in the face 
Si oJiS strong opposition of men engaged 
in elevating herself by her own efforts' 
to an equal plane with them, is certain- 
ly entitled to consideration as a factor 
in both the social and orficial spheres of 
life." 


The argument is so logical and patent 


to the student of the social and indus- 
trial status of women that it needs no 
comment. 
The assumption, however, 


that men oppose the progress of women 
and in any way seek to retard their ad- 
vancement and restrict their capacity 
as competitors is ungenerous and, in a 
large measure, will do much to inspire 
prejudice in men against women. The 
facts all tend the other way. 


Men are not only not opposed to wom- 


en as fellow workers, but would, if en- 
couraged, do more to assist women in 
their struggle for supremacy than aay 
other influence could possibly do. The 
developments of the agitation in th 
past few years have shown this. Work 
ing women have appealed to the nationa 
congress and to the legislative bodies o 
several states for recognition and hav 
otrtalnecl It, purely through th$, assist 
ante of men who realized the justice o 
the demands. Without the assistanc 
of these men the recognition could neve 
have been secured. 


Further than this, women have found 


when seeking to obtain the questionabl 
benefits of organization achieved bj 
men, that they had only to be sincere t< 
secure the same. If men are once'satis 
fied that female workers are sincere in 
their efforts to secure independence, aw 
are willing to render all social proposi 
tions subservient to the purpose, women 
will have no cause for accrediting an 
tipathy to men, but on the other hand 
will precipitate the millennium of their 
ambitions much sooner than by working 
alons. 


The natural conclusion to be deducted 


from these conditions is, That women 
shall combine their own (as yet disor- 
ganized and incomplete) interests with 
those of men. Organization under such 
circumstances will obtain for a woman 
what she wants. Men are to be made 
friends, not enemies. To obtain recog- 
nition from their admirably organized 
systems of industrial 
pursuits is as 


much of a triumph for working women 
as they will ever secure. This can be 
done by working with them, not against 
them.—A Club Woman in Jenness Mil-

vidual and distinct impressions as did 
m the almost immeasurable short spaco 
of time that I lay on tho rail in front of 
those wheels. It is said that just at tho 
moment of one's death tho whole doings 
of a lifetime are held up for review in 
less timo than it takes to wink one's 
eye. 
I can readily believe it.

"In leas than a second I thought of 


' the many railroad accidents of which I 
had read. It flashed through my mind 
that I had often seen men credited with 
willful negligence or reckless intention 
m allowing themselves to bo killed or 
maimed, and there I was on the track 
ready to furnish another illustration. 
Yes, sir; there I lay, flat on my back on 
the rail and saw the wheels of the after 
truck of the car come rolling along and 
only a few foot awaj-. It almost seemed 
as if I felt them crushing and grinding 
my bones, yet I had, it seems, timo to 
think also of how easily a fellow gets 
killed, 


"I thought how foolish it was to ac- 


cuse others ot foolhardiness in getting 
run over when I myself was about to 
become a horrible example. I thought 
of how often I had 'let up lightly' en- 
gineers and conductors and helped to 
take the blame from them and put it on 
the follow who got killed. But my 
greatest regret, in the time I had to 
think, was that I had so often adversely 
criticised tho man who got run over.

these were not half my thoughts, I 
realized that t WDJJ v»t ojiva ii, «,„ i 
j.

ivail, Then it flashed through my mind 
hat I was on the brink of the other 
vorld aud I had not even a chance to 
mako one repentant prayer. I wondered 
what it would mean for me. 


"While these ideas were running 


hrough my mind I must have made 
ome sort of an effort to escape. I have 
no knowledge of how I did it, but I did 
oil off the rail outward. The wheel 
aught my heel, though at first it seemed 
s if my foot was cut off above the 
inkle and I was powerless to move it. 
I managed to get onto my right jfoot 
and balance myself on that for a second, 
to get my thoughts together as to what 
I shoud next do. It has taken me ten 
or fifteen minutes to tell this thing, but 
it did not, I should judge, from the rate 
the train was going, take anything like 
a second of time for it all to happen,"—

About What to Eat. 


If asked what I would place of high- 


est importance in family diet I would 
answer without hesitation abundance of 
fruit. The apple is far moie invaluable 
than we have yet estimated. It should 
be eaten before meals, and not after, 
Not a member of my family, myself in- 
cluded, but eats one, two or more before 
breakfast so long as they are obtainable, 
and as many before dinner—about half 
an hour before the meal. As soon as the 
fruit is begun we stop all study or work, 
and spend the half hour in sport or 
walking or conversation.

No child is allowed 
to study during this time. Nothing is 
lost, for the head is thus kept out of 
conflict with the stomach.

of the age of feudalism, and m the very 
heart of the capital the imperial palace 
is surrounded by the same quaint forti- 
fications which in old troublous times 
made it an imperium in impeno, al- 
though the walls are crumbling and the 
gates are never shut, and the moats have 
been abandoned to tlie lotus and to carp 
of monstrous size and fabulous age —

TUc Azores. 


In 1080 the Azores came under the

DEATH OF JUDGE WATSON. 
About ten o'clock on Piiday morn- 


ing, ex-Judge Kichard Watson, of 
Doylestown, was stricken by apoplexy 
just as he was about entering the Pro« 
thonotary's office, at the southeast cor- 
ner of Sixth aud Chestnut streets,Phil- 
adelphia, and almost instantly expired. 


Ex-Judge Watson was one of the 


best-known lawyers in Bucks county. 
He was about seventy years of age, 
tall and heavy in proportion. He was 
born in March, 1823, and passed his 
boyhood days on his father's farm. He 
was a descendant of an ancient family 
of Friends and along with his member- 
ship retained a deep interest in Society 
affairs. 


He was educated at the township 


schools, and later began the study of 
law in the office of Charles B. Dubois, 
in Doylestown. He served in the army 
under the emergency calls of 1862 and 
1863. 
He received a wound in the 


thigh, from which he suffered greatly 
in after years. After the war he mar- 
ried Miss Isabella T. McCoy. On the 
resignation of Judge Roberts in 1872 
Governor Geary appointed him a law 
Judge of the Fifth Judicial district. 
The following fall he was elected for a 
terra of ten years. 
In 1883 he was 


renominated, but defeated by Judge 
Yerkes, 
The deceased was an active 


Republican from the formation of the 
party, and at the time of his death 
was president of the Bucks County 
Trust Company.

Bagging Grapes. 


People often ask what is the use of the 


abstract studies scientific men and wom- 
en often indulge in. The reply is you 
must first discover a new truth before 
you can tell whether you can make any 
value of it. 
The valuable discovery 


that the black rot can be prevented from 
injuring grapes by inclosing the bunch 
in a paper bag is the direct result of 
scientific studies. 


When it was found that the rot was 


caused by a fungus growing from a lit- 
tle seed or spore which, floating through 
the atmosphere, attaches itself to the 
grape berry, it was the easiest thing to 
think of putting bags over the bunch 
early in the season so that 'the spore 
couldn't get there. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars have been saved to the 
cultivator by this bagging of grapes 
which would have been totally lost but 
for the labors of scientific men.—Mee- 
hans' Monthly. 


A gentleman who believed that to an 


important extent clothes made the man, 
even when the man 13 a royal personage' 
visited the Conite de Chambord at Frokb- 
dorf a few years ago. The Comte de 
Chambord was the grandson of Charles 
X, the last Bourbon king of Fiance, and 
the French Royalists called him Henri 
V, and hoped, until his death, in 1883, to 
restore him to the throne.

It was so cold that 
the flame could not melt all of the tallow 
of the candle, but was forced to eat ita 
way down, leaving a sort of skeleton 
candle standing. There was heat enough, 
however, to melt odd shaped holes in 
the thin walls of tallow, the result be- 
ing a beautiful lacelike cylinder of white 
with a narrow tongue of yellow flame 
burning on the inside and sending out 
many streaks of light into the darkness.

Salts 
of strontia make a red light. ^ A green 
light is also made by the salts of bari- 
um.—New York Evening SUB.

HEROIC DROWNING OF A CONVICT 


WHO DIVED FOR HIS GUARD. 


Ueroiura of Toxaft Conrlctg to .Save the 


Life of Their Keeper—A Thrilling 
Story of an Escape and an Attempt at 
Capture—The Xmclcy Negro Returns. 


The bodies of William H. Camp and 


Andy Ward have been recovered. They 
flnf ted ashore on the west bank of the 
Brazos river, at the Steiner farm, twelve 
miles below Wacp. 


Wiiliam Camp was a guard on the 


county convict faaia. Sain Johnson, a 
negro convict, suddenly made a dash 
from the cotton patch, where he, with 
other convicts, was chopping cotton, 
and, 
running to the river, plunged in 


and struck out for the other shore. 
George Oglesby, one of the lessees, and 
William 
Camp, one of the guards, 


mounted and gave chase, taking the 
nver and swimming their horses in the 
wake of the_negro. Camp led and ear- 
ned his six shooter in his hand, while the 
lessee followed closely, both horses 
swimming gracefully. 


The nver was up and the drift was 


going down in large quantities. This 
flotsam and jetsam of the ruddy current 
consists of a little of everything floods 
find upon invaded shores. There was 
here a fencepost with a bit of barbed 
wire trailing, the wire dragging some- 
thing else. Next a dead cow, a treetop, 
an old boat upturned and frequently a 
panel or two of fence, all moving like a 
platoon bristling with the barb wire in- 
vented to tutn cattle. Through this 
labyrinth the swimming negro, with 
wonderful dexterity, took his way. But 
the hoi somen, after reaching the chan- 
nel, 
found that they could not proceed, 


and reluctantly turned back. 


Oglcsby's horse, punched by rails, tan- 


gled in the lighter drift and wounded 
with wire, ceased swimming, turned 
over atid went floating on his side. 
Oglesby swam beside him, and holding 
his mane gently guided him toward the 
shore, which he safely reached, utterly 
exhausted. Camp's horse ceased swim- 
ming and comn enced churning with his 
hind feet. "Let go his head, and when 
he starts catch his tail," cried Oglesby 
f i om the shore. Camp still held his re- 
volver in his hand. His face was by this 
time white with horror. The other con- 
victs and guards now lined the shore. 
Oglesby arose to his feet and shouted: 
"Men, I am hurt and strangled. I am 
past swimming, Save Will Camp and I 
•will pay what you charge." 


It was an awful place to attempt a 


rescue. The drowning man still held 
his pistol and struggled in the drift. 
One hand was rigidly clasped on the 
ivory handle and the other was lifted 
up. Those on shore followed him along 
as he elowly floated, and Andy Ward 
was observed to be stripping himself. 
Lessee George Oglesby also began to 
pull off his boots. He found that his 
ankle was sprained and he could not go 
on with the rask. He sat down in de- 
spair. 


"Save him, Andy," Oglesby cried, and 


Andy said, "I will if I can, Mr. George." 
By this time Camp was nearly under; 
his face could be seen now and then, and 
one hand still held up the pistol. The 
other appeal ed again and again above, 
the eddies in mute appeal. 
Andy 


plunged in and swam with powerful 
stiokos, but when he reached out to save 
Camp the latter went down and arose no 
more. 


Andy dived at the point where Camp 


sank and came up again. His arm and 
face weie observed to be bleeding; he 
had been touched by the drift.

The prisoner had 
died to save the officer, and was still 
floating after him, a ghastly travesty of 
a heroic attempt. Both were taken out 
and placed side by side. At last the 
guard had given up his weapon, and the 
poor convict Andy was forever free. 


While the drowning scene was going 


on beyond the river on the other side 
another incident occurred. 
A crowd 


stood together watching the struggle. 
From that side rescue was impossible. 
The river was 200 yards wide and the 
drift was thicker that way. Presently a 
ragged negro, dripping -with water, ap- 
peared and stood with the others, After 
gazing awhile he plunged in and swam 
back, 


As he regained his companions on the 


Steiner shore, one of the guards asked, 
"What did you come back for?" 


"To help," was the laconic reply. 
This was Bam Johnson, the fugitive, 


whose escape had caused the death of 
two men. 
Before Sam reached the 


bank he had left half an hour before, 
William Camp and Andy Wash had dis- 
appeared, and the dancing eddies and 
Hoating drift wera fifteen feet above 
them. 


"You came too late," the "guard 


udded, and when the others started back 
tor the convict farm Sam Johnson 
marched with them.—Waco Cor. Gal- 
yeston News.
